Calvin Weakley, chief of the Cin- 
cinnati oflleo. Oepartnient of Justice, 
Is In direct cliarge of the investiga- 
tion, which, It is belleyed, will be 
sweeping in nature. 

Informallon was turned over to 
Weakley Thursday that reUll sugar 
prices for loose granulated sugar vary 
to a temarkable extent in different 
stores throughout the pity, though the 
price that the reflner may eharge to 
the wholesaler Is flzed deflnlteljT by 
the goTemment at 9 centa plus 
freight 

Weakley was told that one ators 
charged 14 centa a pound tor augar, 
many others 18 cents a pound, still 
others 12, and some It cents. 

Eleven cents a pound has been ad- 
Justed, a "fair" retail price for su- 
gar by the Department of Justice. C. 
W. Ames, assistant attorney general, 
announced In Washington Thursday. 

"Dealers oliarging more will be In- 
vestigated," said Ames. "Ten cents a 
pound Is a fair wholesale price. The 
additional penny phould be enough 
profit for the retail dealer." 

Ames asked consumers who are 
charged more to write, either to him 
at the Department of Justice, Waah- 
Ington, or to the nearest United States 
dlstriot httomey. 

Placed in charge of antitrust prose- 
cution and the campaign .to catoh pro- 
flteers and prioe-gougera by Attorney 
General Palmer, Ames is going after 
sugar proflteers. 

Some retail sugar dealers have been 
charging a; high as 15 cents a pound, 
the department has heard.

The disclosures of the U. S. army medical exminers greatly em- 
phasize the need of a new .systematic and- permanent plan of public 
health education under governmental direction to conserve and build 
up ihe physical fitness of the American people. 

The first essential is n tlioroufrh scientific imiiiiry by a eompclent 
commission into the general subject of national vitality, that is, the 
power of our people to resist fatigue and disease under the stress of 
modem conditiops, and to study the most effective means of inducing 
the public to apply the health and life-saving knowledge which science 
and experience have already given us. 

• ••••• 
Although the war with Germany is ended, the war with disease 

germs goes on. The influenza-pneumonia epidemic has taken 500,000 
American lives, and it has attacked about 5,000,000 of our people who 
have survived, leaving a large number of them, however, with greatly 
.weakened power of resistance to iliseiiscs of all kinds. 

The facts regarding this plague should be fully disclosed and 
scientific research in th6 interests of prevention should be encour- 
aged by Congress. 

nother fact worth nothing is this: many thousands of young 
men are returning from the army physically impaired or weakened 
by wounds, overstrain or disease. 

In addition to these present unusual drains upon national vitality, 
the waste from preventable disease in normal times continues virtual- 
ly unchecked. It is estimated that 1,500,000 people in the United 
States arb constantly sick with preventable diseases, and that 2,000 
lives are lost daily from the sanie cause. 

The .war has strikingly emphasized the truth that ui)on the heafth 
and strength of the individual rests the safety of the nation. A recent 
government report shows that in the selective service, between 20 and 
50 pr cent, in the various states were rejotd for being physically be- 
low par. Clearly, this low-powered group, in the nalurul order of 
things will not improve ; on the contrary, it will deteriorate and de- 
velop an abnormal sick and death rate. 

• ••••• 

Consideration of the need of physical litness has beeu impressed 
upon the public by the war and the epidemic, and, therefore, this is 
an especially opportune time to make an appeal for public support for 
an inquiry into this vital problem. 

Tile mere appointment of a eomiiii.ssion to invcstij-'iile and report 
on how to guard and improve the health and strength of the nation 
would stimulate public interest in this subject and also in much needed 
increases in appropriations for the health service througbout the 
country. 

If we can afford to spend billions to destroy life in the service of 
humanity, surely we can afford to spend a few millions to conserve 
life in the same worthy service.

Discussing the flKhl upon the high 
cost of living, Tlionina D. Slattery. of 
Maysvllle, t'nitod Slates Attorney for 
the Eastern Dislricl <if Kentucky, yes 
terday Issued the following statement 
from his oHlce in Covington: 

"The forces of this office. In connec- 
tion with the agents ot the Depart- 
ment of Justice, are making a care- 
ful Investigation of food oonditions 
throughout the dlstrlot. They are as- 
certaining the prices oha^ged to the 
oonsnmer by the retail dealer and also 
the prices paid by the 'retiUler to the 
Jobber, aad, where possible, the price 
iB traced back to the manufacturer 
or original seller. In any case in 
which it is ascertained that uncon- 
scionable profits are being received 
either by the retailer, Jobber or manu- 
facturer, the facts wll be certifled to 
the Attorney-General for his inform- 
ation .Also, the Investigations are 
directed toward ail cold storage 
plants, warehouses and railroads, and 
all places involved in the stornKe or 
transportation of food productions, 
with a view of ascertaining wliethei 
or not any food products are being 
stored or handled in such a way as to 
Influence upward the prioe of such 
food products, 

"Ot course we recognize the tact 
that ordinary prudence requires that 
a sufllclent amount ot fooda to eiuble 
dealera and others to supply the needs 
ot consumers In scant tifne* should be 
stored for that purpose, but when It 
is apparent troni the excess quantities 
stored and frofo other facts and cir- 
cumstances surrounding the handling 
of food products that the purpose is 
not that of keeping the markets sup- 
plied in scant times, but Is to keep 
such foods off the Immediate marke 
with the Intent thereby to cause ; 
present scarcity in the market am) 
thereby enhance the price of the same 
such action amounts to hoarding, anc' 
all persons, dealers, Jobbers, nianufac 
turers and others found, upon Investi 
gallon, to be guilty of such practice ■ 
will be proceeded against under thi 
Food Control Act of August 10, 1917 
"This act, while designed as a wai 
sUtute, Is still In force and effect. 

"The penalty provided for vtolationi 
ot this act Is a fine not exceeding t5,- 
000 or imprisonment not exoeedlnr 
two years, or both. 

"The statutes make perfectly olea- 
the purpose which Congress had In 
mind in enacting them. It is appar 
ent that these laws were enacted for 
the purpose of preventing any person 
or concern from taking advantage of 
the people's noce';BitlPB. Such law. 
were deemed necessary, not only a 
a proiier protection to the public, but 
also as necessary In winning tlie wai 
A faithful compliance with these law 
and the regulations thereunder by a\i 
persons during the period of the wa- 
was highly commendable and contril. 
uted In a large measure to our mill 
tary success. 

• "The winning of the war, ot cours>'. 
was Indispensable to the future peaoi 
and happiness and prosperity of -our 
country, but It Is also essential that 
we should attain a similar success Ir 
grappling with the problem ot recon 
struotlon. The demands upon our pu 
trlotism In that respect are eaually as i 
great as they were during the days ot 
actual mlllUry conflict. It is Just at 
much a vlolaUon of the law today a' . 
It was during the war to profiteer, and j 
It is equally as unpatriotic and objec- j 
tionable from every other standpoint 

"I sincerely trust that no one wlthli: | 
the Eastern District of Kentuqjty is . r j 
has been guilty of any of the acts d^*- ;

BOY CONFESSES TO 
POISONING MAN WITH 
WHOM HtMABE HOME 

SIxteee Tear QU.Bey CealMses to 

Pnttlnir Strychnine In Rire West 
Virginia Farmer Ate. 



Huntington, W. Vo., August 14. — 
Authorities of Mason county nt Point 
Pleasant announce that Ed Dunlap, 
a sixteen-year-old boy, haa confessed 
that he caused the death of Henry 
Terry, a prosperous farmer of Kana- 
wha Five Mile, by putting strychnine 
In hiB food. ' 
. The boy told Prosecuting Attorney 
Somervllle, It. Is iilleged, that' Terry, 
with whom he lived, had treated htm 
unkindly and refused to provide suit- 
able clothing im bin. Brooding over 
the wrongs he protessee to have suf- 
fered young Dnnlap safs he placed 
poison in some rice prepared for one 
of the meals at the Terry home. It 
was his purpose to kill both Mr. and 
Mrs. Terry and to lake his own life as 
•well. His purpose faltered, however, 
and he saved his own life by fnllinft to 
eat the poisoned fogd and that of Mrs. 
Terry by dissuading her trom eating 
the rice 

Mr. Terry died under circumstances 

which led relatives and friends to sus- 
pect that he had been poisoned and 
the matter ^jrought to the attention of 
Prosecutor Somervllle and Coroner 
Fadeley of Mason- county with the 
suggestion that the farmer's body 
should be disinterred and examined 
for traces ot poison . 

In advance ot stich a step, however, 
these ofllolals, accompanied by other 
ofndals ^nd dtlsens, went to the Ter- 
ry home to conducl^ an Investigation. 
Young Dunlap was hot there on their 
arrival, but when he became some time 
later he was subjected to a close cross 
examination. At first he refused to 
admit any knowlodte of ilio matter or 
to express any opinion save that hf 
believed Mr. Terry had been polaonrd 
Ijiter, howevfr, he broke down and 
confessed 

After his confession he was taken 
Into custody by Deputy Sheriff Ray- 
bum and lodged in the county Jail at 
Point Pleasant
